national atmosphere." 


Zamyatin did state anew that 


the Soviets, like the Americans, 
approach the summit talks with 
the aim of finding ways to co- 
operate 
in promoting world 


peace. 


The initial agreements of the 


summit were drawn up for sig- 
nature today—the one on pollu- 
tion by President Nixon and 
President Nikolai V. Podgorny 
and the other by Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers and 
Health Minister Boris V. Pet- 
rovsky. 


The two delegations met for 


nearly two hours this morning 
in the first formal session of 
the Soviet-American summit. 


One of the initial agreements, 


it wa.s learned, would aim at 
joint American-Soviet health re- 
search, with emphasis on corn- 
hating such major killers as 
cancer and heart trouble. 


The second would provide for 


collaboration in helping to 
dean up the global environ- 
ment.

all-time greats during his 16-
